The first seminar, con- 
ducted by Mr. Simerson in 
April, was attended by de- 
partment directors and chair- 
men of major commissions.

I believe that efficiency in 
- operation of state govern- 
ment is paramount to the

■, of Illinois. We must contin- 
ually strive to attain that de- 
gree of proficiency that at* 
lows us to provide the best 



economical manner. At a 
time when the state is con- 
fronted with financial prob- 
lems, the need for economy 
and efficiency of operation is 
vividly apparent. ' 

The course of instruction 
covers such subjects as atti- 
tude, communication, morale, 
supervision and office meth- 
ods and procedures. Private 
industry has long recognized 
the need for a continuing 
program of improvement 
among Its executives and em- 
ployes. Private industry and 
and government differ in 
that industry strives to make 
a profit. There is no reason 
why government cannot op- 
erate as efficiently as indus- 
try, so that it can attain its 
objective of providing for 
the health, welfare and pro- 
tection of its citizens in ways 
and means equal to industry 
in its efficient operation. 

It is for these reasons that 
I , have arranged for these 
special courses for adminis- 
trative personnel of the state.

When 
Ludendorf's armies w e r c' 
sweeping inward to Paris in 
1014, the French government 
appealed to the people of 
that great city to save their 
country. 

Under the dynamic French 
generals Foch and .loffro, the' 
young and old, the near crip- 
pled and the unfit-for-servicc 
turned out with rusty rifles; 
commandeered every toxical) 
in Paris and drove out to 
meet the enemy with the 
moving slogan of "they shall 
not pass" bursting from their 
lips. The German juggernaut 
was hatted at the battle of 
Verdun by a fanatical horde 
of civilians and soldiers alike 
who fought like men pos 
sessed to save their country. 
This is what' caused Amer- 
ica's behemoth Industrial 
strides^during World War II. 
A More pftnies:, "gtins, ammuni- 
tion, ships for those 'over 
there'." Every worker was a 
fighter, a soldier In the war 
for freedom, a patriot. ' 

This attitude, a basic fun- 
damental in rallying a nation 
to amis, is of great worth. 
The communists however are 
taking advantage of the war- 
scare idea and in so- doing 
are taking advantage of 
What is likelv 
if this quick- 
zealot-inspired 
continues, is 
that the Chinese people will 
come to realize thai there U 
no threat to their country 
and then the breach between 
the present government and 
the public will have begun 
breeding distrust, disrespect 
and eventual hatred. 

If the Chinese commun- 
ists, who apparently can not 
stop this invasion, snowball 
from rolling down hill, do not 
slacken their archaic propa- 
ganda campaign they will be 
faced with a problematic situ- 
ation with only one solution 
—they will have to produce 
a war. This, the communists, 
can not afford to let happen 
for it offers the possibility of 
an end to their system and 3 
defeat of their entire idcr> 
logical world.
